The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: as to independent claims 1 and 8, the prior art made of record teaches a 
method of transmitted moving pictures experts group frames between a satellite modem 
termination system and a corresponding satellite modem system comprising managing 
a bandwidth of the data frames within a satellite modem termination system in 
accordance with predetermined parameters, see Kelly et al., but does not teach 
organizing the MPEG frames within a satellite modem termination system data queues 
in accordance with predetermined parameters.
